rising costs con be summed up in eight words quoted from one 
of his addresses: 
“Responsibility for lowering prices rests squarely on 
industry." 
This remark, of course, hints a good deal mote than it 
says. 
It hints that industrial, or manufacturing, priers are the 
chief offenders; that plant operators could bring their prices 
down if they really wanted to; and that, since they could but 
don't, they are “profiteering." 
The charges and implications made by President I rumen 
could be replied to in many ways. There are at least four livid* 
in which his position can be m ade too hot for him to hold. 
These four fields are: ideology, politics, general informa­ 
tion. and statistics. 
A s for ideology, of course what President I rumen is doing 
is going back to the shop-worn attack on so-called “economic 
royalists" and “princes of privilege"— the adaptation of the 
Communistic concept that labor and capital are in a battle to 
the death. 
This is an un-American concept. This nation grew to its 
power and wealth under the principle that labor and capital are 
partners, not enemies. The Marxian schem e of setting them at 
each other's throat already has done incalculable harm to the 
American people and their econom y, lf there is any one thing 
in especial which this nation doesn't ne#d and can't endure, it 
is another dose of thinly-disguised Communism laid down from 
high places. 
The political background of the President*s remark t* 
quite obvious, though easy to forget. 
H e is conspicuously 
running for re-election. In Im own party, he is pulling every 
wire to insure his nomination. Every recent act has been tailored 
to help his ambitions. And therefore every statement deserves 
to be studied to determine whether it is a s t a t e s m a n l i k e ap 
proach to problem s of the w hole people— or merely a bid for 
som e special block of votes.
